CLAY TO LANHAM. 


lnaur*no* Commiiiiarwr Dom Not F a­ 
vor Cancellation of Permits. 
Austin, Ort. 16,—The governor has 
m ade public the report of Insurance 
Commissioner Clay on his Investigation 
of the New York Life and other Insur­ 
ance companies while at New York. 
The commissioner 
roundly 
criticise* 
the New York, Ski tiltable, and M utual 
Life companies, but does not think the 
Interests of policy holders In Texas 
would be best subserved by cancella­ 
tion of permits. The Inquiry relates to 
only two phases of (he business of 
these companies—solvency and m a n ­ 
agement. 
The commissioner says th at 
the three companies a r e perfectly solv­ 
ent, but that Hie policy holders should 
endeavor to bring about a reorganiza­ 
tion of the companies, Insist on a pros­ 
ecution of officers guilty of m aladm in­ 
istration, and restitution of their funds 
"so outrageously and shamelessly dis­ 


sipated." 
Says Mr. Clay: 
"W hen the conduct of the m anage- 
men as revealed In the Investigation 
now In progress, is taken Into consid­ 
eration, no one need be disappointed at 
the reduced and continually reducing 
dividends. 
The disclosures aa to tho 
m anagem ent 
of 
these companies 
Is 
most astounding, and reveals shameless 
and 
prodigal 
exploitation of 
tru st 
funds. It does not appear that those In 
charge give any account to any other 
th an to themselves, and then only as a 
m atter of aroused memory 
no record 
In m any Instances ever having been 
m ade of large rum s appropriated or ex­ 
pended for purposes at least question­ 
able. 
"It appears that under other m an ag e­ 
m ent the Equitable and the present 
m anagem ent of the New York Life and 
the Mutual Life of New York, m al-ad- 
mlnlstratlon. 
personal gain, 
reckless 
The commissioner says he consulted 
w ith over thirty state Insurance com ­ 
missioners and all agreed the com pa­ 
nies wer* solvent, but the dividends 
were not w hat they should be. 
The 
three companies, he says, have nearly 
65,000 policy holders In Texas and by 
cancellation of perm its all supervision 
by the Insurance departm ent would bo 
withdraw n and all 
protection 
a b a n ­ 
doned. 
Governor Lanham, In commenting on 
Commission* r Clay’s report, says th* 
permits expire Dec. 31. and the m atter 
of their renewal will he decided then. 
He agrees with the commissioner th at 
It would not be a d v i s a b l e to a rb itra ri­ 
ly r e v o k e the permits, especially In the 
sheeney of proved Insolvency. 
He says 
the companias should be reorganized 
and their affairs placed In the hands of 
capable and honest m en as conditions 
necessary to their continuing business. 
The governor states th at all efforts to 
remedy the existing situation will r e ­ 
ceive his co-operation.

A REGION OF GLOOM AND TERROR 
AND DESOLATION. 


If a m an could have half his w ishes 
he w ould double Ms trouble.—F ranklin. 


T h e i t re n e e M ixture of R aces H ello* 
B a c k F r o m I m m e m o r ia l A n tiq u it y 
T h a t P e o p le s th e S lo p e s o f T h e s e 
S n o w C u p p ed .M o u n ta in s. 


T he trav eler w ho should seek to cross* 
from the southern plains of R ussia 
over into P ersia or A rabia by the laud 
betw een th e C aspian and th e Black 
seas would find him self confronted by 
a sight which for gloom and terro r has 
hardly any equal in the w orld, w rites 
W . B. Hodgson in the London News. 
R ising sheer from the v ast arid plain, 
like a great foam crested billow about 
to break on a desolate beach, a billow 
10,000 feet high and HUO m iles long, the 
snow capped C aucasus stretch es across 
from sea to sea w ith a d readful, th re a t­ 
ening, savage m ajesty of mien. 
Its peaks a re not so high a s m any of 
th e Alps, it has not the projecting 
spurs 
and 
isolated, 
craggy 
heights 
w hose groupings give new and beauti­ 
ful view s a t every step. It is ju st an 
im m ense m ountain chain, an unbroken 
fold or crease on the e a rth ’s surface. 
Though the Alps have higher peaks the 
low est pass across the C aucasus is 
nearly double the height of th e Alpine 
crossing places. The C aucasus has no 
lakes, only tu rb id , m uddy rivers dow ­ 
ing from the ice fields of its central 
ridge. 
Even these are m issing in the 
east, w here the ridge low ers tow ard 
the C aspian. 
B ut the terror aud desolation of the 
C ausasus forever kept a p a rt tile peo­ 
ples to the north aud south. 
On the 
one hand civilizations rose and fell— 
the 
B abylonian, 
the 
A ssyrian, 
the 
G reek, the E gyptian, the Rom an, the 
republics of th e m iddle ages—but to 
the north tile g reat plains w ere ever in­ 
habited by the wild, law less nom ads. 
And so from the very lieginuiugs of 
tim e the C ausasus has stayed the hu­ 
m an tide, aud, as conquering races 
sw ept all before them below, the weak, 
the peaceable, the unfit, have been 
driven higher and higher Into inaccessi­ 
ble gorges and wild, bog covered val­ 
leys. 
A stran g e m ixture of races, d ating 
back from im m em orable an tiq u ity , has 
been w ashed up like su rf on to the 
slopes of these giant m ountains. 
The

long to races th at perished before E u­ 
rope w as discovered. 
Seven languages 
are spoken in the C aucasus, each unin- ] 
telligible to the tribes using the rest, j 
Some of them are related to the early | 
tongues of E urope; others have no • 
know u affinities aud seem to be am ong i 
the languages of Babel th a t did not j 
“catch on.” 
H ere am id these m ountains w e have > 
the ghosts of ancient peoples who have 
gone 
under 
in 
the 
w orld 
struggle. 
T here m ay well be tribesm en here ‘ 
w hose ancestor w as driven high by the 
fiood and settled w ithin sight of Ara- j 
ra t and his cousin, Noah. 
T here are 
still tribes who array them selves in 
helm ets aud chain arm or and carry 
sp ears like those of 3,000 years ago. 
O thers have stran g e ritu al practices 
th a t have come dow n from the daw n 
of th e w orld, m ingling th eir p agan rites 
w ith w orship of the "C hrist G od” and 
the angels of the river, the forest and 
the m ountain. 
They have blood feuds 
w hich go on for generations, like those 
of C orsica in th e past. 
It is a m istake to suppose th a t R us­ 
sia took the C aucasus by a general 
w arlik e 
m ovem ent. 
T here 
w as 
no 
need. 
D ivided by religion into C hris­ 
tians. M oham m edans and pagans, di­ 
vided by languages which m ade them 
m utually unintelligible, the trib e s of 
this stran g e m useum of bygone races j 
could tak e no united action. 
T hroughout the first th ree-q u arters of 
the nineteenth cen tu ry R ussia w as em ­ 
ployed In absorbing th e C aucasus piece 
by piece. 
Only tw o of th e C aucasian 
races m ade an y th in g like stro n g re­ 
sistance. 
In the e ast a M oham m edan 
prophet, Shainyl of th e A var stock, 
w hich overran a g reat p a rt of Europe 
in th e seventh century and w as only 


finally conquered by i nan em ag u e, leo 
th e L esghians of D aghestan In a reli­ 
gious w a r ag ain st R ussia. C rafty .d arln g 
aud 
fertile 
In 
resource, 
occupying 
m ountain slopes cu t by Im passable 
gorges, Bham yl w as believed by bis 
follow ers to have a charm ed life. Only 
w hen th e R ussians built fo rts and m ili­ 
ta ry roads and gradually Inclosed him 
at enorm ous expense did Rham yl su r­ 
ren d er a t bls castle of G unlb in 1859. 
H e passed som e y ears of honorable 
cap tiv ity near Moscow and w as then 
allow ed, as a devout M oham m edan, to 
end bls days in peace a t Mecca. 
Very different w as the story of the 
T cherkesses, or C ircassians, w ho op­ 
posed R ussia in the w estern section of 
the C aucasus. 
T he C ircassians w ere 
hardly the peaceable race of w hose 
golden haired captive princesses In the 
harem s of the e ast our boyish dream s 
w ere full. 
W arlike, splendid horsem en 
and m arksm en, they lived alm ost en­ 
tirely by pillage. 
In 1RG4 they subm it­ 
ted, and R ussia, know ing them to be 
unm anageable in the m ountains, gave 
them th e choice of com ing dow n Into 
the plains or em igrating into T urkish 
territo ry . They chose the la tte r course 
and w ere w elcom ed by the su ltan , b u t 
as his ships arrived a t the Black sea 
ports to m eet them long a fte r the prop­ 
er tim e large num bers perished of h ard ­ 
ship and disease. 
Some w ere settled 
in A rm enia, others in B ulgaria, others 
in various p a rts of A sia M inor, and 
w herever they w ent th ere has been 
trouble since.

Tho 25th of March, ISCH. was tho day 
on which tho Emperor Paul of Uussla 
was assassinated. 
Paul had received 
some whispers of the plot against his 
life and had arranged to leave St Pe­ 
tersburg the following day and go to 
Moscow, where he fancied he might be 
safer. 
On the evening of the 25th he 
retired to rest a t an early hour that he 
might thoroughly rest himself before 
commencing ills journey. At l l o'clock 
about a score of the conspirators—offi­ 
cers holding high rank in the a r m y - 
appeared at tile gate of the palace. 
It 
was closed, hut the officers presented 
an order, signed by the emperor him­ 
self—or. rather, with a forged signature 
attached—and, Informing the sentinel 
that they were called to hold a council 
of war with the czar, were admitted. 
The emperor’s aid-de-camp was one 
of the foremost of the conspirators and 
went in advance of the others to Paul’s 
bedchamber, before the door of which 
was a Cossack soldier on guard. “ The 
emperor sleeps,*’ said the man. “I must 
rouse him. 
There is fire in the city,” 
replied tile treacherous aid. 
The Cos­ 
sack, 
seeing 
others 
push 
forward, 
shouted out to alarm the emperor aud 
immediately fell, pierced by the swords 
of the conspirators. Paul attempted to 
bolt the door, but being unable to do 
so seized his sword and turned boldly 
on them. 
"W hat is your design?” he 
demanded of Count Plato Zouboff, 
"and what do these men want who are 
with you?” 
"We demand your abdica­ 
tion,” replied Zouboff. who then read a 
formal deed, which had been previous­ 
ly prepared. 
"What! Do you. who have been load­ 
ed with bounties by me. turn thus up­ 
on your master?” said the emperor. 
“You are no longer our master,” re­ 
plied Zouboff. "The nation has provid­ 
ed you a successor in the shape of your 
son Alexander.” 
Paul at this raised his sword, and 
the conspirators, who had not expected 
him to show so much courage, drew 
back, with the exception of a man 
named Beningsen, who urged the oth­ 
ers forward, saying: 
“If you hesitate, you are lost.” 
Then Count Valerian Zoulwff strum 
the first blow, and the others quickly 
followed his example. 
As Paul still 
struggled an officer’s sash was passed 
around his neck, aud the life was chok­ 
ed out of him, his last words being: 
“And you, too, my Constantine!"
